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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Graunke et al U.S. Pat. No. 5,991 ,399 discloses a secure distribution of a private key to 
a user's application program. 

Matsumoto, Hiroshi et al. discloses an electronic document processing system and 
preparing method for digital signature. 

However, neither Graunke nor Weller singularly or in combination discloses the recited 
feature: 

As per claims 72 and 88 " providing information content for the document comprising at 
least one of text and graphic images, generating a digital signature of said information 
content, producing a self-authenticating message comprising a cryptographic 
combination of the digital signature and the essentially unique identifier, and printing the 
information content and the self-authenticating message on the document stock by 
means of a computer printer".
